For processing of our color slides we

Another piece of specialized equipment de- 
signed especially for us is our B/W Muralmat. This 
assures you of long lasting, brilliant B/W murals 
and transparencies for display and other purposes. 


B/W processing of continuous tone negatives in 
sheet sizes, or rolls of any length, are done on our 
Kodak Versamat assuring quality, repeatability, and 
fast service. 
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No custom lab is complete without an art staff ex- 
perienced in retouching and airbrushing of photo- 
graphs and transparencies. Our staff is also capable of 
creative art, layout, design and photo lettering (made 
on our versatile “Letterphot’’ photo lettering equip- 
ment).
